SMI TH ATTACKS PRESI DENT 


Michigan Senator Raps W ilson 
Be- 
oause of Attitude on Canal Tolls 
In View of Democratic Plat­ 
form Declarations. 


Washington, March 7 .—After Presi­ 
dent Wilson had called u pon congress 
to act, Senator Chilton of West Vir­ 
ginia introdu ced a bill to amend the 
Panama canal act and permit the re­ 
peal of the clau se ex empting Ameri­ 
can coastwise shipping from the pay ­ 
ment of tolls. The tex t of the prov i­ 
sion reads: 
“The 
president 
notwithstanding 
any thing herein contained 
Is hereby 
au thorized and empowered by procla­ 
mation 
to 
mak e, 
su spend, 
alter, 
thau ge, or abolish any tolls contem­ 
plated or prov ided for by this act, 
and may prescribe tolls to be charged 
In any case in which tolls are pro­ 
hibited herein.” 
Comments on Message Divergent. 
Comment u pon the president’s mes­ 
sage among members of the hou se 
was widely div ergent. Representativ e 
Floy d of Ark ansas of the ju diciary 
committee, said: 
“I absolu tely approv e of the senti­ 
ment ex pressed by President Wilson. 
We made a great mistak e in ev er pro­ 
v iding for free tolls.” 
Representativ e Doremu s of Michi­ 
gan, chairman of the Democratic con­ 
gressional campaign committee, said: 
“The president has not changed my 
mind a bit. I hav e been for free tolls 
all along and will continu e the fight 
against any repeal.” 
Representativ e Mondell of Wy om­ 
ing, Repu blican, declared: 
“I hav e tak en the same position on 
canal toliB as the president now so 
belatedly tak es, bu t I fear that it is 
not so mu ch the logic of economics 
nor the meaning of the langu age of 
the treaty that 
has 
conv inced the 
president as the fact that to recov er 
from the mistak e in politics which 
he has made as to Mex ico he is will­ 
ing to conform to a policy in Panama 
approv ed by Rritish statesmanship.” 
Representativ e Kahn of California, 
Repu blican, said: 
“One thing appears to me ev ident: 
That is that we are called u pon to 
retriev e the mistak e of the adminis­ 
tration in its dealings in Mex ico where 
Rritish intçrests hav e been seriou sly 
affected by sacrificing in Panama an­ 
other interest of v ital conseq hence 
to ou r people.”

London, March 
6.—There is a wide­ 
spread revolt ag ainst the new Ameri­ 
can income tax by the wealthiest 
American residents of London, and 
there are numerous threats that un­ 
less the law Is sufficiently modified 
so as not to penalize men eng ag ed in 
business abroad, wholesale renuncia­ 
tions of American 
citizenship 
will 
take place. 
Two prominent Americans, as a pro­ 
test ag ainst the tax. already have 
translated their threats into action 
and become British subjects. 
They 
are Isaac Selig man of Selig man Bros., 
the New York bankers, and Frank E. 
Bliss, a former Standard Oil mag nate 
and ex-president of the American so­ 
ciety of London. 
A memorial protesting ag ainst the 
inequalities 
of 
the 
act 
lias 
been 
sig ned by the leadfhg American resi­ 
dents of London and 
will 
be 
for­ 
warded to Secretary of State Bryan 
throug h Mr. Pag e, the American am­ 
bassador. 
It has been learned from 
several of the sig ners of this docu­ 
ment that if the memorial does not 
produce results a larg e number of 
them will become British subjects. 
Harry Gordon Selfridg e, the former 
Chicag oan, a shrewd American busi­ 
ness man, who has just added to his 
property holding s here by a $1,250,- 
000 real estate deal, was surprised 
when he was asked if he was g oing to 
pay the income tax. 
“Of course I am willing to pay a tax 
on any income which I receive from 
the United States.” he said, “but as 
a matter of fact I am oblig ed con­ 
stantly to send money to the United 
States 
to 
maintain 
my 
interests 
there.” 
“But,” the correspondent explained, 
“the act demands that you pay a tax 
on your total net Income, no matter 
where it is derived.”
